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The Wallace Collection : Dickens in Dublin : Mr. Andrew Mellon. 
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"The “Palace e the Soviets” : School Co-aperatide Socteies. 


I I notice in a report of the warships that 
are to visit Irish waters shortly that one 
of them, H.M.S. Repulse, is commanded 
Captain Gerald Charles Dickens, 

M. G., who is the son of Sir Henry 
Fielding Dickens, the Common Sergeant 
of on, and a grandson of Charles 
Dickens. It is sixty-five years since Cap- 
tain Dickens’s grandfather gave the first 
of his public readings in Ireland. In 
— of the number of his audiences 

their reception of him, his appearance 
at Dublin was one of his marked suecesses 
in a tour which included the United 
States. In a letter to his sister-in-law 
commenting on his last night in Dublin 
he wrote :— 

“ You can hardly imagine it. All the 
way from the hotel to the Rotunda (a 
mile) I had to contend against the stream 
of people who were turned away. When 
I got there they had broken the glass in 
the paybox and were offering five pounds 
Half of my platform 
had to be taken down and people heaped 
in among the ruins. You never saw such 
a scene. Ladies stood all night with their 
chins against the platform. Other ladics 
sat all night upon my steps. 

The boots at Morrison's. he wrote in 
another letter, expressed the general feel- 
ing by exclaiming, when he was told about 
the enormous audience, The Lard be 
praised fur the onor av Dooblin.” 


A Dickens Dialogue. 


In Morrison’s Hotel one morning Dickens 
had a dialogue with a boy about six years 
old—the landlord's son, as he supposed 
and he gave the following account of it 
in a letter :— 

„J am sitting on the sofa writing,” he 
wrote, “ and find him sitting beside me; 

Old England—Holloa, old chap. 

Young Ireland—Hal-loo. 

Old England (in his delightful way)— 
What a nice old fellow you are. I am 
very fond of little boys. 

Young Ireland—Air yes. 

Old England What do you learn, old 
fellow? 

Young Ireland (very intent on Old Eng- 
land)—I learn wureds of three sillibilse— 
and wureds of two sillibils—and wureds of 
one sillibil. 

Old England (cheerfully)—Get out, you 
humbug. You learn only words of one 
syllable. 

Young ireland (laughs heartily)—You 
may say that it is mostly wureds of one 
pillibil. 

Old England—Can you write? 

Young Ireland—Not yet. Things come 
by deegrays. 

Old England—Can you cipher? 

Young Ireland (very quickly)—What’s

Sir ‘Richard Wallace. 


Not far from the burial place of Oscar 
Wilde, in the cemetery of Pére-Lachaise 
án Paris, lies the body of another Irish- 
mari, who was at one time a great friend 
of Wilde. He was Sir Richard Wallace, 
Bart., K.C.B., who came into possession 
of the Hertford estate in County Antrim 
in the year 1850, together with an income 
of £50,000 a year. For some years he sat 
in Westminster as member of Parliament 
for what was then the Borough of Lisburn, 
but his taste for collecting objets d’art 
overcame any political ambitions he had, 
and in 1885 he returned to Paris, where 


he had lived before he inherited his estate. 
During his stay in Lisburn he gave two 
parks to the town, treated his tenants in 
a remarkably liberal manner, and was 
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President Hindenburg's Reparlee, 


of the re-election of President 
, A German friend tells me 
Field-Marshal is gifted with 
a sense of humour, which occasionally 
reflects itself in ready repartee. When he 
was informed that the late M. Aristide 
Briand had arrived in Berlin on the occa- 
sion of his visit last autumn, he asked: 
„How did the old man stand the 
journey? It must be remembered, of 
course, that the President himself 
eighty-five. 
however, was made when one of the French 
visitors remarked that Germany had 
eno money to spend on flowers. for 
their window-boxes—money which might 
be better spent in paying reparations to 
France. I'm sure all Germans would be 
very pleased to send the flowers to 
France,” retorted the old Field-Marshal. 


School Co-operative Societies. 


In France a most successful experiment 
has been tried among the boys of certain 
schools, and other schools, it seems, are 
quickly following the lead. Altogether 
7,400 school co-operative societies now 
exist in France. e management of these 
societies is entrusted to the boys, who 
learn in this way to handle funds, as well 
as to work for the common good. The 
original funds are got together by the 
sale of shares or bonds to the parents of 
the boys; after that there are many plans 
for adding to the capital, One very 
profitable. scheme is the collecting of 
numbers of acorns that are sold to the 
owners of pigeons. Another is the gather- 
ing and selling of snails as a table deli- 
cacy. The boys run a 12 library in 
many places, and charge very little for the 
loan of the books, most of which have 
been given to them by well-wishers. 
Theatrical performances are given, too, 
and the money paid for admission is added 
to the funds. These profits are used in 
various ways, but all for the common good 
of the members. Books and scientific 
apparatus are bonght for the use of the 
boys. Artistic improvements are made to 
the school buildings, and destitute people 
are helped. Last year one of the school 
societies made an income of almost eight 
hundred francs. “Wy 


The New Ambassador. 


Mr. Andrew Mellon, who has arrived in 
London to represent the United States at 
the Court of St. James, in succession to 
General Dawes, is yet another of the 
brilliant men who have held American 
ambassadorial posts in Europe since the 
Great War. As a banker and financier he 
has won world renown, and now, at the 
age of seventy-seven, he has come to a 
Europe seething with financial difficulties, 
and it is to be anticipated that his direct 
methods will greatly assist to relieve the 
complications of international finance. Mr. 
Mellon’s daughter, Mrs. Bruce, who is 
married to a junior member of the 
American Consular Service. will act as 
hostess at the Embassy, 14 Prince’s Gate, 
London. which was presented to the 
United States Government some years ago 
by Mr. J. P. Morgan. A wonderful 
collection of pictures has accompanied the 
new ambassador to London, and these in- 
clude the works of some of the best 
Flemish masters. The collection of 
pictures, not for the mere pleasure of 
ownership, but rather because beauty has 
an irresistible appeal to this shrewd 
financier, has been Mr. Mellon's principal 
indoor recreation, but as an outdoor 
sportsman he favonrs riding, walking and 
an occasional round of golf.

SOCIETY. 


A VAUGHAN WILLIAMS 
PROGRAMME. 


The programme of Vaughan Williams's 
music, presented by the Culwick Choral 
Society last night, was enjoyed by a large 
audience; so, also, were the songs of the 
soloist who took part in this concert. As 
regards the latter the audience had at once 
'a disappointment and a pleasant surprise: Mr. 
Keith Falkner, the artist announced to sing 
at this concert, was unable to come, but Mr. 
Herbert Heyner, who came instead, gave 
general pleasure. One was sorry to learn 
that Mr. Falkner’s absence was due to sudden 
and serious indisposition. 

Mr. Heyner was the soloist in the “ Five 
Mystical Songs, Vaughan Williams's setting 
for baritone solo, chorus and orchestra, of 
poems by George Herbert. One felt that much 
was lost in a performance without orchestra ; 
the wish to hear sustained and colourful

world had ever seen, and the question arose 
would the present Germany become, sooner or 
later, a nucleus for a really revoluticnary 
change? But, more important than the crisis, 
which she surely * overcome, was the 
change in the structure of the German people 
in every sense of the word. It was “ 
at the end of an epoch; the epoch of its 
capitalistic and bourgeois history. 

ermany had to-day 470,000 square kil- 
ometers and 64,000, inhabitants. This 
meant that she had in 1914 to each square 
kilometer 123 people, as compared with 133 
people to every square kilometer to-day. She 
increased by nearly 400,000 every year, and 
she had a very limited area. The proportion 
of the urban and the rural population was 
three to one, owing to the loss of extensive 
agrarian districts in Eastern Germany. The 
international system of economy was dis- 
rupted by the war. The rapidly increasing 
depreciation of {he mark brought the country 
to the verge of ruin. But the country 
created in 1924 a stable currency. That was 
necessary, hut it was a heavy blow, especially 
to the well-to-do middle class. The Dawes 
plan and the following American loans had 
given a rest to take breath, but the economi- 
eal situation remained, and called for a 
thorough reconsideration of the reparation 
problem and for an opening of world markets. 

The general crisis in the world’s economy 
began, he said, in 1929, and raised enormously 
Germany's economical difficulties. To-day 
there were five or six million unemployed. 
Every fifth person lived on public assistance, 
nearly 15,000,000, or 21 per cent. of the 

ulation, got permanent public support. 

erefore, the financial burden was enormous ; 
and, on the other side, the surplus of the ex- 
portation over the importation was declining 
month by month. 

Constructive ideas were necessary, as was 
real co-operation between the States of the 
world, who are nearly all experiencing the 
same economic crisis. The German people 
did not want to, and would not, follow the 
Russian model. In the waves and tensions 
of this situation, the Chancellor, Dr. Brining 
was striving for order and. financial recon. 
struction by the people, and for international 
co-operation to maintain the capitalistic sys- 
tem, to regulate the questions of international 
debts and disarmament, and to create peace- 
fully and organically new forms and new 
ideas, and to maintain the idealistic and 
moral traditions of the past.

Sm, —I wonder how many Irishmen realise 
the true position of their fellow- countrymen 
in the land of the oppressor.’’ ousands 
of Irishmen and women reside in Great 
Britain, many of whom, like myself, are in 
regular employment, to the detriment of the 
native-born English.

HELP TO INDUSTRY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim, —Referring to my views on the protec- 
tion of fabricated ironwork and steel con- 
structional work which you published on the 
48th March, I have since been approached on 
this matter by various people interested in 
the industry, and would like to make it quite 
clear that I did not mean to convey that a 
tariff, especially a prohibitive tariff, would 
necessarily be the wisest form of protection 
for the particular industry. It would, I think, 
be the best form of invitation to foreign firms 
to open works and factories in this country, 
and it would then be a case of the survival 
of the fittest.” Experience has shown us that 
it is often the home industry, which a tariff 
has been applied to protect, that has ulti- 
mately been swamped out of existence. One 
outside firm, with sufficient capital, opening 
works in this country, could in time entirely 
eliminate those existing at present, so that 
competition would become mí, and prices 
would be controlled as desired to the dis- 
advantage of the purchaser. 

There are innumerable instances of this in 
other countries. One cross-Channel manu- 
facturing firm has in years gone by broken 
down tariff barriers, put on to protect the 
home product, in almost every country in

DUBLIN HARBOUR NOTES. 


HIDDEN BEAUTIES 
OF DOCKLAND. 


From Oen Hoon CORRESPONDENT: 


HERE are quite a number of people 
I who consider that the docks and the 
guaysides of the River Liffey are 
ugly.

death. The lungs were diseased, and the 


brain normal. Phe died as a result of 
wounds on the leit side of the head and !

The body of Mary was well developed. 
Witness described a number of injuries, all 
inflicted before death. She lived sr 2 a short 
lime after the ribs had been broken and the 
lung injured.

Fatal Overdose of Tablets 
For Sleeplessness.

From Our Own Cornresronngrt. 
DUNDALK, Tuesday. 

How a Dundalk draper, Frederick Hether- 
ington, Clanbrassil street, died from narcotic 
poisoning through an overdose of tablets 
scribed íor sleeplessness was told at Du 
to-day when an inquest was held. 

Mrs. Hetherington, his widow, stated that 
her husband was aged forty-four years. He 
had been suffering from influenza, and on 
Saturday night she heard a thud upstairs, On 
going up she found him in his sleeping suit, 
standing on the floor. He stated that he was 
aliright, but that the floor rug had slipped. 
In his hand was a broken bottle, and on the 
floor were a number of tablets. He slept all 
during the night, but next morning was un- 
conscious and was unable to speak. He was 
attended to by a doctor, but never regained 
consciousness and died yesterday morning. 

Dr. Lavery gave evidence that when he was 
called to attend the deceased man he found 
him suffering from narcotic poisoning. 

The Coroner (Mr. J. H. Murphy) stated 
that everything pointed to the fact that the 
man had taken an overdose of the tablets, 
and this proved fatal in his case, his heart 
having been weakened by the recent dose of 
influenza. The man had no worries of any 


sleeplessness, and clearly the man had by 
accident taken an overdose. 
The jury returned a verdict “ that death 


accidentally having taken an overdose of 
either phenacetine or medinol.

Re-opening the Disarmament Conference 
at Geneva on Monday, after athree weeks’ 
holiday, Mr. Arthur Henderson reviewed 
the progress that had been made. General 
agreement, he showed, seemed to exist on 
two points—the total abolition of al! 
capital ships of more than 10,000 tons 
displacement and a complete abstention 
from all chemical forms of warfare. 
Partial agreement of a greater or less 
degree had been reached in several direc- 
tions, Seventeen nations had favoured 
the abolition of aircraft-carriers, and 
Great Britain and the United States were 
anxious to extend this policy to sub- 
marines. Italy concurred in this latter 
view on the understanding that capital 
ships should receive a like treatment. Ten 
countries opposed the use of tanks, and 
several, including Britain, Italy, Russia 
and Germany, were anxious to include 
heavy artillery in the same embargo. In 
the matter of military and naval aircraft 
there was some divergence of opinions.

A severe and terrible calamity seems to |

As regards the 1923 agreement, the 
publication of which Lord Danesfort 
desired, that agreement had been super- 
seeded. It contained nothing which was 
not fully consistent with the general 
one laid down in the Heads of the 
Working Arrangements or the Transfer 
of Functions Order, or with the final 
arrangement embodied in the agreement 
of March, 1926. The amount of the claims 
waived under Article 8 of the Agreement 
was £1,500,000, which was one-half of the 
total of £3,000,000 payable to the Irish 
railways under the Irish Railways Settle- 
ment of Claims Act. 

Lord Danesfort expressed the hope that

The defendant in his defence admitted that

tended seriously to impute to the plaintiff 
any criminal offence or any of the imputa- 
tions or innuendoes alleged by the plaintiff.

Martin O'Connell, was in America, and when 
a niece named Cronin was going out to him 
the late Mr. O Connell, who = agent for an 
instrance com F R that the priest 
should msure . N so, and paid the 
premium of £97 a year; the policy to mature 
for £500 when the girl reached the age of 
twenty-one, The money became payable some 
time before Mr. O’Cannell's death, and his 
brother made various applications for .the 
money. On the day before his death Mr. 
O'Connell sent a cablegram to the effect that 
he was ‘sending on the money in a couple of 
days, but he died suddenly the following 
morning, and the money was hot forwarded. 
The priest came back foam America, and as 
there: was evidence that the £500 had been 
lodged to the deceased man's account, Mrs. 
O'Connell thinking that the estate was solvent 
borrowed the money and paid the priest who 
took the money away with him to America 
when he returned later. 

Counsel dealing with the item of £300 ex- 
plained that the deceased man dealt exten- 
sively in stocks and shares through Messrs. 
Carnegie and Co., and at the time of his death 
owed this firm nearly £27,000. The priest and 
Mr. Thomas O'Donnell, Barrister-at-Law, who 
was a life-long friend of the deceased man, 
negotiated w settlement by which Messrs.

He contepded 
that there was no truth in the suggestion 
that these were gambling transactions. 

Mr. Comyn” said that the défendant in 
regard to the £1,000.asked. that she might 
be allowed credit for this sum, which she 
claimed was allowed to her personally as an 
ex-gratia grant by the Provincial Bank when 
it was found that she and her young family 
were virtually penniless. ‘hen the de- 
ceased man’s financial ition was ascer- 
tained, his brother, the Rev. Martin O’Con- 
nell, and Mr. T. O'Donnell went to London 
and interviewed the directors of the bank, 
including’ Mr. Robert Fitzgerald, who was 
connected with Tralee, and had great sym- 
pathy with the widow. They pointed out 
that gi deceased man for years had been 
paying huge sums in interest, and the bank 
took £1,000 off the defendant, which was to 
be a grant for Mrs. O'Connell and her 
children. This money had been so placed 
in the estate that the creditors were getting 
the benefit of it and not the defendant and 
her children. Counsel asked his lordship to 
decide that it was a gift to the widow : nd 
children, and should be so applied.

Herr — Bulow (Germany) said that it 
was necessary to find some methods of re-

DISARMAMENT MEETING. 


Finally, the Council authorised the 
Financial Committee and technical organisa- 
tiong of the League to collaborate with the 
British, French, German and Italian Govern- 
ment representatives, and to give them any 
assistance required during the investigations. 
In view of the urgency of the problem, 
the Council will meet again on ursday, 
when M. Venizelos, the Greek Prime Minister, 
and the Bulgarian Finance Minister will 
arrive for the purpose of concerting action 
to be taken. 

At the meeting of the General Committee 
of the Disarmament Conference in the morn- 
ing, M. Tardieu made a striking speech, in 
which he emphasised the interdependence of 
the French proposals for the suppression of 
aggressive arms and the establishment of an 
international force at the disposal of the 
League, which, he declared, was an essential 
feature of the French plan. 

M. Litvinoff, the Soviet Foreign Commissar, 
moved an amendment to Article 1 of the Draft 
Convention, declaring that ‘‘the high con- 
tracting parties ee to effect a substantial 
reduction in existing armaments on the pro- 
gressive proportional principle, as provided 
in this convention.“ He declared that the 
Soviet delegates attached the utmost import- 
ance to such an initial reduction of arma- 
ments as would make war difficult in the 
future. What they wanted was reduction 
as an effective start with disarmament.
